LANIER RANCH IS

SOLI TOjSHNS
Property Near Sierra Blanca

Brings $100,000 Casli ; Big
Buildings Planned.

The largest ranch deal in west Texas
recorded in many years has been made
by T. W. and J. S. tamer, who have
sold their ranch near Sierra Blanca to
C Cravens, of San Antonio, Texas, for
$104,000 cash. The ranch is located
about 75 miles east of El Paso, not
far distant -- from Sierra Blanca. The
Lanier brothers owped 60.000 acres and
altogether, including leased school land,
they had about 200 sections under fence.
They had disposed of all their cattle
prior to making the sale of the land.

These men nave exieuaiyc imgu in-
terests in other states and own 1400
acres in the lower El Paso valley and
own several valuable pieces in El Paso.

Lok fr Big Buildteg Activity.
Real estate brokers of Hi Paso are

at present much interested in three
large proposed changes in important
realty holdings in the city. Most

of these is the location of the
postofflce. which has not been defi-
nitely decided upon. There are several
sites being discussed both south and
north of the tracks and the solution
of the problem is waited with much
interest.

The Roman Catholics are planning
the erection of a large cathedral to
cost in the neighborhood of $156,000,
and it is practically understood that
this will be located either on North
Stanton street or on Mesa avenue. In
the event that a site on one of these
streets is selected, then the Holy
Family chapel on North Oregon street,
a valuable piece of ground at the head
of Wyoming street, will probably be
sold and the money used for the pur-
chase of a more desirable site, and
the erection of the new building.

Syaagag May Be Sold.
It is reported that steps are being

The property is most valuable and the
quarters are declared becoming a lit-
tle cramped for the needs of the con-
gregation.
